•with the accident. Just how it hap- 
pened will, It is balievfld, never ho 
known, for so far as could be learned 
el noon today, nobody witnessed the 
accident. IFrom. the evidence at hand 
it appears that Mr. Dinklage fell 
from the raar platform 
of his ca- 


boose, while his train was backing', 
nnd was rolled along and possibly 
doubled up in such a manner that 
some of the internal organs 
were 


crushed, causing hemorrhage suffi- 
cient to cause death. 


His crew discovered nnd removed 


him from beneath the car and he was 
eoon afterwards placed upon the fast 
innil train, No, 18, and brought to 
the city, dying en route when the 
train reached a point a short distance 
v.-cct of J..irwilJ. The company's cur- 
goon at Clark accompanied the injur- 
ed man to Plymouth, where ho was 
relieved by Dr. Asplnall, also a sur- 
geon of the company, and both doc- 
tors did.all in their power to save the 
life of the man. The body was turned 
over to Undertaker J. C. Peltier at the 
depot and taken, to tho undertaking 
establishment, whero it is being pre- 
pared for burial, propnratory to be- 
ing taken, to tha lato home of tho de- 
ceased. A relative of the family born 
tho sad tidings to tho widow and the 
.children, who wore nearly prostrated 
iby tho news. 


Tho bc-dy of Oie unfortunate man 


:JWAS not badly disfigured. There were 
310 marks on the face and head and 
only a few on the body, included be- 
ing an abrasion on each shoulder, 
[one on ilio right log and a slight cut 
iand some abrasions on the left side. 


Mr. Dinklage was born in this city 


^January 16, 1BGO, and was thirty- 
five years, three montlis ana eleven 
,<lays old. He received his education 
at the Brothers' school at the Cathe- 
.'dral and at tho close of his school 
..term he went into Boot & Company's 
jetoro in the capacity of cash boy. 
fljater he went to work in the Olds 
.wheel factory aad remained there un- 
til 1880, when he became a brakeman 
on the Pennsylvania road. With the 
exception of a brief period when he 
•was engaged in another line of work, 
Lha was in tha employ of that com- 
pany continuously up to the time of 
ihis demise. He was promoted to a 
conductorship in the early part of 
1902, and has been in the regular 
service over a year in that capacity. 
He was a good trainman in whatever 
capacity he worked and as a fellow 
workman, no man was ever held in 
higher esteem by his associates. 


Mr. Dinklage was married to Miss 


Christina Lauer, January 9, 1889, 
and this lady and three children, Ar- 
thur, aged 14; Wettle, aged 12, and 
Clarence, aged 9, survive him. 
A 


widowed mother, Mrs. Mary Dink- 
lage, and a brother, Conductor Pat- 
rick Dinklage, of the Pennsylvania, 
also survive the deceased. 


Mr. Dinklage was a member of St. 


Patrick's Catholic church and the

;. Chicago, April 25.—Capital pun- 
ishment was denounced yesterday by 
.Sev. John M. Driver in a sermon at 
',ithe People's church, having special 


. .leference to the execution of the three 


car barn bandits on Friday last. Mr. 
Driver's subject was "Capital Pun- 
ishment the Capital 
Crime of the 


Century," and his text was: "Thou 
'fihalt not kill," Exodus, xx, 13. 


Mr. Driver said in part: 
"If I speak severely In this ser- 


mom it is because I feel keenly, in- 
itensely. And however 
severely I 


jnay arraign capital punishment I 
:beg my hearers to believe that I 
speak out of love—love for my coun- 
,try and love for my fellow men, and 
Ipve only. 
, Vi realize, 
too, that 
whoever 


(preaches in opposition to capital pun- 
ishment runs the risk of being called 
a dreamer, sentimental, unpractical, 
a citizen of Utopia. 
But 
the so- 


called dreamer has been in 
every 


.generation the forerunner 
of pro- 


gress and civilization, and the un- 
welcome prophet of better things to 
ccine. Christ and Paul and Luther 
and Wesley, Washington)' and Lin- 
coln aiid John Brown nnd Wendell 
Phillips, were all dreamers, but the 
so-called wise and prudent and prac- 
.tical havo passed on to a friendly 
oblivion, while they 
have entered 


.upon an immortality of gratitude 
and renown. 
j."The truth is, It is the strong man 
iw'ko most deplores violence, it is the 
great warrior who most abhors the 
carnage of b'afctle. It was Grant who 
said: 'Let us have peace.' It waa 
Sherman who said: 'War is hell,' 


'TALKED WITH BANDITS.; . 


"I know from personal experience 


of what sort Marx and 
Vnn Dine 


and Neldermeier were. I have grap- 
pled with them face to face. I have 
felt their hot breath 
on. my cheek 


and their yet hotter blood on my 
hands. 
Hence I know the bandit- 


murderer as fow of you do, and you 
.will excuse me, I know, for speaking 
on this theme this morning while 
the horrible machines of death arc 
yet dripping with human gore before 
our very oyea. 


"The truth is, there is no justifica- 


tion for capital punishment. The old 
theory was, the state can do no 
. wrong. But to the conttrary wo know 
that the state Is just as fallible as 
the individuals who compose It. No 
state Is justified in doing what is 
unjustifiable In an individual. 


"But what are the state's justifica- 


tions. 
It claims two. One is Bclf- 


proteotion. Agreed. I havo the right, 
you havo the right, they have the 
right, therefore the state 
has the 


right. 
But the state can claim no 


special right. The state . has 
the 


right only because it is a common 
right. 


"But 
does capital 
punishment 


strengthen and safeguard the statef 
IIL the long run 
punishment, and 


least of all capital punishment, has 
no effect to lessen crime. 


"Two Fridays past our sky has 


"been eclipsed by the bloody spectacle 
of several 
deliberate, cold-blooded, 


unrelenting, terror-insrnrod or ven- 
geance-inspired 
state 
executions. 


Repeatedly I have asked myself, Is 
this Turkey or Russia, 
China or 


some Malay stateP The eleventh or 
the fifteenth century? That this is 
a Christian government, permeated 
with the spirit and 
teachings of 


Jesus, and in the twentieth century 
of our Lord and Savior seems to me, 
in the presence or yonder bloody gal- 
lows, incredible. I feel that my gov- 
ernment has been guilty of an un- 
nqcessary unchivalry, inhumanity, 
brutality—-murder. As a result th« 
Btato Is not stronger; it Is weaker. 


"The state's second justification is 


the governor's pardon 
prerogative. 


The all-sufficient answer to this ex- 
cuse is, Take it from him. 


SOME REASONS WHY. 


"But let us now consider certain 


reasons that havo led us to the con- 
clusion that capital punishment in- 
'stead of being justifiable is 
itself 


pre-eminently the capital 
crime—a 


crime vastly more heinous, however 
conscientiously passed and executed, 
than the one it is intended to expi- 
als. We are opposed to capital pun- 
ishment for twenty reasons which 
we propose to enumerate. 
Time for- 


bids their thorough discussion. 


"It is wholly at war with God's 


word, the supreme authority. It is 
contrary to our noblest instincts in 
our best mooda. The increased trend 
toward mercy of old age. 
The older 


and riper and wiser and godlier men 
grow the more they recoil from and 
"become opposed to the death penalty. 
The recoil from passing or executing 
the death penalty. No jud.ge ever 
willingly pronounces 
sentence of 


death; no sheriff ever willingly exe- 
cutes the sentence. It is contrary to 
the admonitions of the loftiest and 
most exalted spirits of our race. -It 
Is a blot on our Christian civiliza- 
tion. 
There Is no necessity for it. 


It is a confession of weakness and 
fear. 
It multiplies enemies. The 


appeal is to the wrong sentiment, 
fear. 
Capital punlshmemt is thus, 


by irritation, 'aggravation and vio- 
lenco unto death, promotlye rather1 
than destructive of crime, a fatal ob- 
jection. 
It is inhuman,..because it 


murders the mentally and morally 
deficient. 
Sometimes the state exe- 


cutes 
the innocent. 
"Usually 
the 


wromg party is punished. 
Depine's 


great argument, so convincing to 
Oliver Wendell Holmes. This famous 
physician and publicist bitterly op- 
posed the death penalty on the fol- 
lowing .grounds: 'It is unjust as 
applied to moral idiots; immoral con- 
sidered as revenge; useless as a 
means of intimidation and dangerous 
to society by cheapening the value of 
life.' The motto of a Christian state 
should be, *To cure, not kill.' The 
gallows is a hideous relic of a brutal 
and inglorious past. 
The real mo- 


tive is'riot to protect society, but to 
wreak vengeance. There is no judge 
clothed with authority to exact the 
death penalty or worthy 
to 
utter 


that august and awful sentence. 


"All punishment is brutalizing 


and dehumanizing, but capital pun- 
ishment peculiarly so. 
Captor and 


captive alike are brutalized and de- 
humanized—judges, jurors, lawyers, 
sheriffs, constables, policemen, de- 
tectives, victims, kinsmen, the whole 
community. 
Love, kindness, sym- 


pathy, helpfulness—these are always 
refirning, elevating, ennobling; pun- 
ishment, cruelty, vengeance—these 
are always hardening, 
degrading, 


brutalizing, dehumanizing." 


Rev. Dr. Driver was formerly pas- 


tor of Si rap on M. E. church in Fort 
Wayne, and will be well remembered 
in this city.

with whom his ' daughter has been 
living since leaving home, and go- 
ing over to where he was Schultz en- 
deavored to coax the lad to come an:l 
talk to him, but the little fellow flea 
at his approach. The old man walked 
slowly homo, weeping bitterly, and 
it is presumed that he took his life 
early in> the evening-. 


His sons, who live nearby, noticed 


that there were 
no signs 
of life 


about their father's home as they 
were about to go ix) work at G:3U 
o'clock this morning, and they made 
an investigation. Failing to get any 
response to a knock at tho door they 
broke Into the house 
and noticed 


that the bed had not been slept in.. 
The two men went to the barn and on 
opening the door made the horrify- 
ing discovery of their father's sui- 
cide. 
The old man had fastened a 


double clothesline to a hook a-bout 
six feet from the floor, placed . run- 
r.:ng noose about his neck an'd had 
then drawn- his feet up. 


The deceased was employed by the 


Western Lime company and is most 
highly spoken of by his entployers. 
Although he drank somewhat Schultz 
was never known to bccomn intoxi- 
ccted and he has not lost a day since 
entering the employ of the lime com- 
pany in 1882, in which year he came 
to America from Germ-an-y.

daughter, Mrs. .Harry Young, whoso 
husband lost both legs by being run 
over by a Wabash freight' train at 
Fort Wayne about two years ago.

, GOBBEiniNTS DEAD 


Ghouls Carry Off Body of 


•• 
Beauty Buried Half a 


Century Ago, 


Hudson, N. Y., A-pril 26.—The 


startling discovery was made yester- 
day that the family tomb of the Liv- 
ingstons on the ancient Livingston 
manor place had been broken open 
on.Saturday nig-ht and robbed of its 
dead. 'The body taken away, and of 
which there is no trace, was that of 
the wife of Geu. Henry W. Living- 
ston (Fighting Harry), famous a 
half century ago for her 
beauty, 


wealth 
and 
social prestige nnd 


known because of her undying fidel- 
ity to the memory of her husband as 
the "widow -Mnry." 


Tko metallic coffin, in which the 


body was sealed forty-five years ago 
was also carried off. That in which 
General Livingston was laid a quar- 
ter of a century earlier was demol- 
ished and the bones of the dead sol- 
dier were • strewn about the vault. 
The winding sheet ini which he was 
wrapped and which had all 
but 


crumbled into dust, was thrown upon 
the marble floor and partially cov- 
ered the skull. 


A third coffin with the body it con- 


tained is gone, as completely as is 
that of Mrs. Livingston. 
The iden- j 


tity of the occupant of this'casket is ! 
not yet known. All of the other 
cofflms in tlie vault had been pried 
open and the bones of the occupants 
had been, dumped out. 


The people of all this section are 


greatly aroused over the desecration

sult of the battle for health that the 
state authorities have made in the 
last few years, both the death rate 
and the number of deaths nro on the 
decrease in Indinna,

figures and drawing's prepared by 
Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary of the 
state board of health, for the last 
four years. In 1DOO there was an in- 
crease in tho number of deaths over 
the preceding year, but since there 
has been a steady decrease in the 
number, notwithstanding an increase 
in the population.

were 33,892 deaths, a vato of 13.45 
a thousand. 
In 1002 there 
were 


34,069 deaths, a rate of 13.58. 
In 


1901 there were 36,544 deaths, a rate 
of 14.62, and in 1900 thorn were 
35,516 deaths, a rate of 14.11.
